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• Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed claims to overcome the USC 101 rejection are considered, yet the claimed matter as a whole 
lacks clarity. That is, the block header limitation in the context of first architecture and second architecture emulation is unclear to establish 
a weight leading to any potential patentability (e.g. the phraseology used as 'configured for' in light of the terms 'header* and 'first 
processor', 'computer system', and 'architecture' is not putting forth the emphasis or interrelationship as to what target is being emulated 
by an action with intent to yield tangible results to correct some concerns). To simplify the effect of an Appeal and based on the state of 
the prosecution of record, the claims as proposed and that would require further consideration will not be entered. Thus, the arguments 
which are based on the proposed claims would be moot; and as mentioned above, the emulation process has to set forth what is the 
target, what is the emulator, and what is being actually executed (or what is executing) and how the results therefrom are used to support 
the 'architecture' or 'header* limitations so to set forth a novel application aspect; an aspect that is distinct not because it has a header but 
for more unique implementation features with a clear purpose. For example, it is urged that the claims should set forth the clear emulation 
paradigm and distinguish the key effects when using 2 systems of different architecture in light of the modifying process using a header. 
The amendments are not cun-ently entered because the previously claimed subject matter is not in condition for allowance. 
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
